This work is, without comparison, the most useful of nil the Fund publi- 
tions. It stands in the same relation to Oriental Literature as Watts* Biblio¬ 
theca and Graesse*s Tresor do to that of the Western World. The arrange¬ 
ment is alphabetic, according to the names of the works , (an Indkx of 
Authors being added at the end), and comprises descriptions of above 15,000 
books in Arabic. Persian, and Turkish ; with statements of the date when the 
writers flourished, and many other useful particulars. 

Mustafa ben Abdallah Katib Tchclcbi, called lladji Khalfeh, was a 
learned Turk, who, early in the seventeenth century, held a high official posi¬ 
tion under Murad IV. At a later period, he collected a large library, and 
wrote several works, chiefly historical ; but the greatest monument of his 
immense industry and erudition remains in the Bibliographical Lexicon, 
(Kashf uz-Zunun.) The Bibliotheque of D’Herbclot consists principally of an 
abstract from defective texts of the work of Hadji Khalfeh ; while Flugers 
edition is based npon the most perfect and important copies in existence.
